-An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by attachment of a copy 
of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). (Agreements as to allowability are tentative and do not restrict further action by tho examiner to the 
contrary.) 

-The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview 

- Names of other Patent and Trademark Office personnel present. 

The Form also contains a statement reminding the applicant of his responsibility to record tho substance of tho interview. 

It is desireable that tho examiner orally remind the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless both applicant and 
examiner agree that tho examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of tho interview, or when it is adequately recorded on the 
Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check a box at the bottom of the Form informing tho applicant that he need not supplement tho Form by 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the interview.
